Tolworth Court Farm: The 107-acre plot in Old Kingston Road could be developed to create a more accessible open space 
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Proposal could see deer, horses and a visitor centre on historic farm land 
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A historic medieval farm, which 
once hosted an illegal rave, could be¬ 
come a new country park for 
Kingston. 

Having previously promised to cre¬ 
ate a new public open space for the 
borough, Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis has revealed the author¬ 
ity has set its sights on Tolworth 
Court Farm, a 107-acre plot in Old 


Kingston Road, close to the border 
with Epsom & Ewell. 

The site, which is already open to 
the public, has seen visitor numbers 
drop in the past 15 years, after barri¬ 
ers were put up to prevent vehicle ac¬ 
cess following a series of traveller 
incursions and an illegal rave. 

Kingston Council is now putting to¬ 
gether a proposal that could see deer, 
horses and a visitor centre put on to 
the land. 

People would also be able to enjoy 
picnics, walks and educational visits. 

With new plans by Tesco to build 


700 homes on the nearby Toby Jug 
site, Councillor Davis said it was im¬ 
portant more green open spaces 
were made available. 

He said: “In the next five to 10 years 
Tolworth is going to be an area of 
major redevelopment. 

“If we are going to create more 
housing, any opportunity to open up 
green spaces for residents is impor¬ 
tant and we should be doing more of 
it. This is a really good opportunity 
to open up an inaccessible piece of 
land. 

“The historical aspect is a huge 


part of how Tolworth developed from 
the medieval to the post war and the 
coming of the A3.” 

Tolworth Court Farm has been 
used as farmland since Norman 
times. 

In 2000, Kingston Council hired 
waste land regeneration company 
Woodland Environmental to resolve 
the incursion issues and re-land- 
scape the land. 

The company installed new gates 
and footpaths, with access to the 
park restricted to Jubilee Way. 

Although no budget has been set 


for the project, the council is expect¬ 
ed to bid for funding through the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, the Mayor’s 
Outer London fund and other educa¬ 
tional grants. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor Liz 
Green, leader of the opposition, said: 
“I would be interested to find out 
what he [Coun Davis] wants to do. 
What does he mean by country park? 

“It is an open space and people can 
access it - although not a huge num¬ 
ber do. We need more details. If it’s 
just promoting what is already there, 
there’s not much difference.”

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Bridging a £7m fund gap 



Soaring: The plans may now top £41m from an initial

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Parts of the flagship mini- 
Holland cycling scheme 
could fall by the wayside un¬ 
less Kingston Council can 
agree with Transport for 
London ways to bridge a £7m 
funding gap. 

Six months after winning a 
share of the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don’s £100m cycling initia¬ 
tive, the authority has 
fine-tuned its plans for the 
scheme and found costs may 
soar to more than £41m. 

TfL has so far agreed to 
fund the project to the 
tune of £34m - already 
£4m more than initially 
expected. 

But a report by Kingston 
Council officers, due to be 
discussed by councillors this 
week, said a joint review 
with TfL “may require that 
in some areas the scope of 
projects will be revised”. 

It added: “The mini-Hol- 
land programme has been 
refined over time to form a 
coherent package, including 
gaining a better understand¬ 
ing of the costs and delivery 
challenges.” 

However, the report adds 
such a funding gap could be 
managed during the deliv¬ 
ery of the programme. 

The review of the project’s 
business case is expected to 
take four months. 

Councillor Richard Hud¬ 
son, cabinet member for 
capital projects, said: “This 
is quite a normal process, 
but we need to be sure that 
Kingston Council isn’t going 


to be lumbered with a £7m 
bill. 

“There is always a risk 
with any infrastructure pro¬ 
ject that there may be incre¬ 
mental costs. 

“TfL are committed to this 
and I can’t see them not fully 
funding it, but it’s a risk.” 

Opposition leader Council¬ 
lor Liz Green, who was lead¬ 
er of the council at the time 
Kingston won the mini-Hol- 
land bid, said: “We were told 
to bid up to £40m. 

“We’re not going to lose the 
£34m as long as it’s pro¬ 
gressed properly, and I don’t 
think that the borough will 


pick up any extra cost for it. 

“They are working up a 
project plan and it will 
change over time as differ¬ 
ent issues come forward.” 

But Andrew Judge, a 
Labour councillor from 
neighbouring Merton, 
which lost out on the TfL 
cash, said: “It’s important in 
local government that you 
keep to your spending 
limits. 

“£34m is an awful lot of 
money. I’m sure they could 
do an enormous amount.” 

Ben Plowden, from TfL, 
said: “The allocation from 
TfL was based on the costs

submitted by the borough. 

“However, following fur¬ 
ther work, Kingston has now 
identified some additional 
costs, which takes the 
scheme over this agreed 
budget. 

“We are working alongside 
them to help reduce these 
costs so we can ensure the 
programme remains on tar¬ 
get to deliver these transfor¬ 
mational schemes.” 

Tim Lennon, from Rich¬ 
mond Cycling Campaign, 
said: “You would hope, cer¬ 
tainly, that Kingston got the 
numbers right in the first 
place. I could imagine that it 
can be more expensive to 
do than they originally 
thought.”

Hospital earmarked for a £ 60 m makeover

Tolworth Hospital is to get a 
£60m makeover, including a 
major redevelopment of the 
site with new wards being 
built. 

South West London Mental 
Health and St George’s Trust 
(SWLSTG) has applied to 
Kingston Council to demolish 
9,530sq m of its existing build¬ 
ings and put up 12,330sq m 
worth of new developments. 

It also hopes to increase its 
car parking spaces from 231 to 
300 and create 80 parking 
spaces for cyclists. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis said: “For us, it’s 
quite a lot of investment going 
into a pretty sensitive part of 
Tolworth.” 

The trust also wants to 
widen the main entrance from 
Red Lion Road and turn it into 
a two-way entrance. 

Its planning statement said: 
“The existing Tolworth 
Hospital buildings, that have 
been operational since the 
Victorian era, are mainly old, 


unsuitable and expensive to 
run. 

“None of the wards are fully 
compliant with modern 
standards.” 

Plans include six new inpa¬ 
tient wards, administration 
and outpatient buildings as 
well as the retention of 
Woodroffe House, and the 
Acacia and Jasmines units, 
which will all be redeveloped. 

Grahame Snelling, from 
Kingston Healthwatch, said: 
“There will be some 


disruption no doubt and some 
arrangements will have to be 
amended, but I would expect 
there to be consideration for 
the people already there and 
prospective patients. 

“We will be watching out 
that money is well spent in ac¬ 
cordance with what patients 
and their carers are looking 
for.” 

The building works, if given 
the go-ahead by councillors, 
will not begin until autumn 
2017 at the earliest. 


The plans come off the back 
of proposals to close mental 
health services at Queen 
Mary’s Hospital in Roehamp- 
ton and centralise south-west 
London’s mental health ser¬ 
vices at both Springfield Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, in Tooting, 
and Tolworth Hospital. 

Health bosses have estimat¬ 
ed they will save £25.87m over 
50 years by doing this. 

Matthew Neal, SWLSTG es¬ 
tates modernisation pro¬ 
gramme director, said: “A 
majority of the buildings on 
the current site are in need of 
updating and do not reach 
today’s standards of dignity 
and privacy for our service 
users. 

“The proposals are the 
trust’s vision to become a mod¬ 
ern centre of excellence.” 

He added no decisions would 
be made until after a consulta¬ 
tion period ends on September 
26.

Food at hospital is

Tesco is planning a massive 
residential development of 
about 700 homes on the Tol¬ 
worth Toby Jug site, the 
Kingston Guardian can 
reveal. 

But Kingston Council lead¬ 
er Councillor Kevin Davis 
said the plans do not include 
a school to cater for new 
residents. 

The retail giant finally 
backed down earlier this 
year from its decade-long 
quest to put a supermarket 
on the brownfield land. 

Instead it agreed to put 
forward a “residential-led” 
plan. 

Coun Davis, who has seen 
the new proposals, told the 
Comet: “They are not cur¬ 
rently offering us a school. 

“I don’t even know where 
you would put a school, 
other than there. 

“I think the problem for 
Tesco is they have spent an 
awful lot of money on plans 
that have got nowhere. That 
all has to be factored in.” 

Tesco plans to hold public 
meetings for residents to air 


their views. 

A spokesman for Tesco’s 
planning consultants Spen- 
hill would not comment on 
the detail of the scheme. 

He said: “We are about to 
start consulting the commu¬ 
nity on emerging proposals 
for the site, in line with our 
announcement earlier in the 
year. We’ll provide more in¬ 
formation directly to our 
neighbours shortly.” 

Paul Johnston, chairman 
of the Kingston Federation 
of Residents’ Associations, 
said: “We desperately need 
more affordable housing 
units. 


“The provision of afford¬ 
able housing will need to go 
hand-in-glove with all 
sorts of infrastructure, in 
particular, education and 
healthcare. 

“There’s already pressure 
for school places.” 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren, Coun Andrea Craig, 
said: “I will always be push¬ 
ing for new school places in 
any development.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey said: “A hous¬ 
ing-only project without 
community use, like a new 
primary school, doesn’t meet 
our local development plan. 


“I hope the new council 
will stick to their guns and 
ensure local people can ben¬ 
efit from new homes and 
new community facilities.” 

Liberal Democrat Tolworth 
Councillor Vicki Harris said: 
“There’s not going to be 700 
new families coming into the 
borough with children. 

“Having said that, with 
that many residential units, 
yes, it will have an impact on 
all the local infrastructure.” 

She added: “It’s going to be 
tall blocks of flats, which is 
my concern. 

“That’s totally inappropri¬ 
ate for the area.”

A worker at a Surbiton massage 
parlour has been slapped with a 
police caution for operating with¬ 
out the correct licence. 

A 45-year-old woman was cau¬ 
tioned after a raid on Chinese 
Therapy Centre, in Ewell Road, 
by police and Kingston Council li¬ 
censing officers. 

She and another woman, 35, 
were arrested for suspected pros¬ 
titution offences, but were later 
released. 

Police said they walked in on a 
man at the parlour who admitted 
he was offered sex. 

A Kingston police spokeswom¬ 
an said: “The occupiers were pro¬ 
viding clients with special 
treatment, namely massage and 
acupuncture, without a valid 
licence. 

“A 45-year-old woman was ques¬ 
tioned in relation to the services 
offered. 

“She was arrested on suspicion 
of controlling prostitution for 
gain and providing special treat¬ 
ment without a valid licence. 

“Following an investigation she 
was given a caution for using a

premises without the required 
special licence. 

“No further action was taken 
against her in relation to the 
prostitution.” 

A third woman was arrested for 
a suspected immigration offence, 
but was also released. 


The raid on Wednesday, August 
27, was ordered after residents 
raised concerns about the par¬ 
lour. 

No one from the parlour was 
available for comment on an ad¬ 
vertised mobile phone number or 
the shop’s landline. 

There are glowing reviews of 
massage services on the parlour’s 
website. 

“John”, from Kingston, said: 
“Now I am in trouble because I 
am addicted to massage. Oriental 
massage ladies were very friend¬ 
ly and they [sic] techniques were 
super!” 

“Pete”, from Surbiton, said: 
“Best one hour of my life, mas¬ 
sage lady was lovely and passion¬ 
ate with her service. 

“I felt relax [sic] and very 
comfortable.” 

The parlour was closed last 
week, with a sign on the door say¬ 
ing the business was experienc¬ 
ing “problems with electricity 
and water”. 

It can remain open, a Kingston 
Council spokesman confirmed, as 
long as it does not offer services 
for which it is not licensed. 

Prices for massage services 
ranged from £30 for half an hour, 
to £80 for an hour of work by two 
masseuses.

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Grieving daughter left angry after care home tries to close safeguarding proceedings 

‘Fobbed off’ over care complaint

A grieving daughter was left 
furious after council officers 
tried to close safeguarding 
proceedings against her fa¬ 
ther’s care home just two 
days after she reported his 
death. 

Helen Crewdson had filed a 
complaint against Linwood 
Care Home in Thames Ditton, 
claiming her father, Robert 
William Cowan, was being ne¬ 
glected and had experienced 
dramatic weight loss. 

But less than a week after 
he died, Mrs Crewdson, 41, re¬ 
ceived an email from a Surrey 
County Council officer sug¬ 
gesting her complaint be 
closed. 

Mrs Crewdson informed the 
authority of her father’s 
death on July 9, and Rachel 
Croft, acting assistant senior 
manager for Elmbridge, 
replied on July 15, saying: 
“Thanks for your message, 
and please accept my condo¬ 
lences. I am assuming, having 
not heard from you, that you 
are happy with my proposal 
to close the safeguarding pro¬ 
cess regarding Linwood, and 
the complaint process. 

“If I don’t hear from you 
within the next two weeks I 


will do this.” 

Mrs Crewdson, who runs 
weight loss clinic Hypoxi 
Therapy Centre in Surbiton, 
said: “That is not acceptable. 

“We have just been fobbed 
off. No one is willing to take 
responsibility. 

“We are not able to fully 
grieve because we still have 
all this to deal with.” 

The mother-of-two from 
Ewell had complained about 
the care home, run by An¬ 
chor, to the council’s social 
services. She claimed Mr 
Cowan’s weight had dropped 
from 14st to just 6st in two 
years. 

Mrs Crewdson also alleged 
the care home did not shower 
her father for weeks on end, 
did not make sure he ate and 
left him in his own faeces for 
hours. 

She added her father was 
once found with a black eye, 
but she was never told how it 
had happened. 

Mrs Crewdson said: “The 
neglect was awful. It was a 
catalogue of things that led to 
him getting so bad. I would 
not put my worst enemy in 
that place.” 

Having suffered from de¬ 
mentia and leukaemia, Mr 
Cowan eventually died from 
pneumonia at Kingston Hos¬ 
pital, aged 72. 

A Surrey County Council 


spokesman said: “We are 
looking into the events re¬ 
ported at this privately- 
owned and managed care 
home and it would be inap¬ 
propriate to comment further 
until we have done so.” 


Edith Rushden, district 
manager for Linwood, said: 
“A full investigation is 
ongoing and the findings 
will be shared with the 
family of Mr Cowan and the 
local authority team in 


due course.” 

She added a Care Quality 
Commission inspection re¬ 
port published in July had 
found residents were cared 
for safely and protected from 
any harm.

House hunters may have a better 
chance of finding their dream 
home, with the average number 
of properties available for sale 
per branch up by 11 per cent on 
the previous month, the greatest 
percentage increase in almost 
three years, according to the Na¬ 
tional Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA). 

The NAEA's July Housing Market 
Report shows the average num¬ 
ber of properties available for 
sale per branch increased from 46 
properties last month to 51 in 
July, the highest number of avail¬ 
able properties since November 

2013. 

At the same time, competition 
among house buyers could be 
easing. The average number of 
house hunters registered per 
branch shrank from 371 in June to 
368 in July, and has been declin¬ 
ing month-on-month since April 

2014. 

However, the number of regis¬ 
tered house hunters still remains 
significantly higher than the 


same time last year (July 2013), 
when only 250 house hunters per 
branch were counted. 

An additional positive for house 
buyers in July has been agreed 
sale prices. 

Two-thirds (66 per cent) of 
homes in July were sold for less 
than the asking price, a sharp con¬ 
trast to May when only 46 per 
cent of properties sold for less 
than the asking price. 

Only four per cent of homes 
were sold above the asking price 
in July, compared to 19 per cent in 
May* 

Mark Hayward, managing direc¬ 
tor of the NAEA, said: "The lack of 
housing supply has been a signifi¬ 
cant issue over the last few 
months, so the sign of increasing 
stock is positive for the market 
and house buyers in search of 
their ideal home. 

"Another positive for house 
hunters are the recent reports 
suggesting house prices are on 
the decline; our NAEA report has 
found similar, with a significant 



Figures up for new homes 


New figures released today by 
NHBC show that the number of 
new homes being registered 
across the UK remains slightly 
ahead of corresponding statis¬ 
tics for last year. 

The latest statistics show that 
38,099 new homes were regis¬ 
tered for the rolling quarter May 
- July, compared to 37,738 for 
the same period last year; an in¬ 
crease of one per cent, building 
on the strong growth seen 
throughout the country over the 
last 18 months. 

The private sector continues to 
drive overall growth with num¬ 
bers up nearly seven per cent for 
the rolling quarter compared to 


last year (28,861 this year; 
27,028 last year) with the public 
sector remaining down on 2013 
levels by 14 per cent (9,238 this 
year; 10,710 last year). 

Commenting on the latest 
statistics, NHBC's chief executive 
Mike Quinton said: "Our latest 
statistics continue the trend 
seen during the year to date, 
with monthly volumes remain¬ 
ing steady and consolidating on 
last year's overall levels. 

"As we have stressed in the 
past, this recovery has been 
from a historically low base, so 
the industry must continue to 
work hard to meet the demand 
for more new, quality homes."

Many motorists may have forgotten 
that Chancellor George Osborne an¬ 
nounced in his autumn statement 
last year the vehicle tax disc would 
be abolished. 

From October 1, 2014, the paper 
tax disc which has been around for 
93 years will no longer need to be 
displayed on a vehicle windscreen. 

You will of course still need to tax 
your vehicle but in a move to bring 
government into the modern age, 
motorists will now have the option 
of paying by direct debit (albeit with 
a five per cent administration fee). 

You can apply online to tax or 
SORN your vehicle using your 16 
digit reference number from your 
vehicle tax renewal reminder (Vll) 
or 11 digit reference number from 
your log book (V5C).

New boy David Beckett is 
confident his young Surbiton 
side will thrive on their new 
attacking style as they pre¬ 
pare to make the next step to 
challenge for the title this 
season. 

Surbiton reached the NOW: 
Pensions Men’s Hockey 
League Finals last April, de¬ 
feating Reading to finish 
third as Beeston defended 
their title with a penalty 
shoot-out victory over East 
Grinstead. 

Yet the club failed to gain a 
spot in this season’s Euro 
Hockey League as England 
saw its number of entrants 
reduced from three to two 
after a poor showing last 
year. 

England and Great Britain 
international Beckett is one 
of several key signings that 
signal Surbiton’s intent to 
secure European qualifica¬ 
tion and challenge for the 
title. 

And the 25-year-old forward 
insisted he is excited by his 
move from Cannock and the 
chance to help coach Todd 
Williams’ men become more 
dynamic. 

“I was at Cannock for two 
years, so it was difficult to 
leave as obviously I made a 
lot of friends up there, but 
circumstances meant I had to 
move on,” he said. 

“However, it’s fantastic to 


be at Surbiton now and I’m 
really looking forward to the 
new season, which I think 
we’re shaping up well for. 

“There has been a big 


change around at Surbiton 
with at least five new players 
including myself coming in. 
Todd wants to change our 
style of play and I think 


that’s possible with a young 
side. 

“It’s a bit different from 
what we’ve done before as 
we’re looking to be more ag¬ 
gressive, get the ball in the D 
and score lots of goals and 
hopefully play some exciting 
hockey. 

“It’s a case this year of get¬ 
ting back in those play-offs 
and trying to push for the top 
two places to get those Euro¬ 
pean spots and maybe even 
win the league.” 

Surbiton face a tough start 
to the season as they host 
Reading in the opening game 
on September 13 before tak¬ 
ing on fellow finalists Bee¬ 
ston and East Grinstead in 
the first four matches. 

Beckett admitted he is par¬ 
ticularly relishing such high 
profile ties and after missing 
out on selection to England’s 
Commonwealth Games 
squad, he is out to prove his 
worth to the selectors ahead 
of the Champions Trophy in 
India this December. 

“I believe hockey is a great 
spectator sport - it’s about 
time we got it out in the 
public eye and thankfully it’s 
starting to get there now,” he 
said. 

“The next aim for me is to 
push for that Champions 
Trophy squad by showing the 
coaching staff what I’m 
capable of doing here at 
Surbiton.”
